In some ease* a strong abrasive 
sorb ■■ emery may be neeasary in 
order to remove all the mat. Too 
much scrubbing with harsh sub- 
stances aoon wears off nickel plate, 
the specialists say. Daily care with 
hot soap and water prevents tar- 
nish while a polish may be obtained 
by using whiting moistened with am- 
monia. 

Bndly discolored tin may be fresh- 
ened by boiling it a few minutes in 
i a strong solution of soda and water. 
The tinware should be removed im- 
mediately after the boiling is com- 
pleted nnd washed, rinsed and dried. 
Kerosene is the best cleaning agent 
for porcelin since abrasives used on 
this kind of material remove the 
glaze. Iron rust may be removed 
with dilute hydrochloric acid. Por- 
celin should be washed and rinsed 
thoroughly after the acid has been 
used. Better results can be obtain- 
ed in making coffee and tea if the 
pots ased for this purpose are thor- 
oughly scalded, dried and aired be- 
fore being put away. 



SODA IN WATER KEEPS 



Washing pots and pans after each 
time they are naed in hot, soapy 
water containing a small amount of 
Jf washing soda is perhaps the beat 
. means of keeping these kitchen 
1 atensils clean and sightly, the home 
economic specialists at the College 
•f Agriculture say. One pound of 
washing soda to four quarts of wa- 
ter makea a solution of the right 
strength to add to the wash water. 
Where it is necessary to scour the 
metal of the utensils to keep them 
in good condition it is said that 
whiting gives satisfaction with the 
least wear to the metal. The acid* 
•f such common foods as rhubarb, 
tomatoes, lemons or oranges will 



discoloration* Rins- 
with boiling water 
and drying them thoroughly before 
they are pnt away also is helpful 
in keeping them clean and bright, the 
specialists say. 

Whiting moistened with any food 
acid such as those mentioned is good 
for aluminum. Washing soda should 
not be used on utensils made of this 
material since the alkali which it 
contains dnrkens the metal. A weak 
soda solution will often remove the 
grease from brass while whiting and 
a dilute' acid will remove tarnish. 
Bniss may be polished with rotten 
stone and sweet oil and dried with 
soft cloth. Copper may he cleaned 
in the same way.
